vessel" as provided in RCW 79.100.010, for the purposes of mtigating

a potential threat to health, safety, or the environnent, or for

i dentifying ownership of the vessel.

(b) The departnent nust, prior to boarding any vessel under the

authority provided in this subsection, apply for an admnistrative

search warrant in either the Thurston county superior court or the

superior court in the county where the vessel is located, unless a

warrant is not required. The court may issue an adm ni strative search

warrant where the court has reasonable cause to believe it is

necessary to achi eve the purposes in this subsection.”

EFFECT: Alters the authority for the Departnent of Ecology to
board an abandoned or derelict vessel for the purposes of assessing
and mtigating risk and identifying ownership to specify that a
warrant nust be obtained, when required, fromeither the Thurston
County Superior Court or the superior court in the county where the
vessel is located. Requires a court to find reasonabl e cause before
i ssuing a warrant.
